The community-built float entered in the Tournament of 
Roses parade Tuesday won first prize in its division. Sierra Mad- 
re’s float, titled “May Justice Reign,” drew many cries of "Beau¬ 
tiful!” and “How exquisite!” from the 1,600,000 people watching 

along the four-mile parade 
route. 

Reigning as goddess of jus¬ 
tice was white-robed Sal-Lea 
Woehler, 20-year-old daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. Victor H. Woeh¬ 
ler, 650 Manzanita. 

The goddess was shown with 
scales of justice and was re¬ 
leasing doves of peace over the 
world. A snow-capped moun¬ 
tain forms a backdrop for .the 
flower-draped hillside. 

.Approximately 70,000 flowers 
were used in building the float, 
including mums, sweetpeas, 
and some 400 roses. 

Volunteer workers finished 
gluing flowers on the floral en* 
try in plenty of time for it to 
leave, shortly after 2 a.m., for 
the parade formation area.

Water Project Gets 
Second ‘All-Out’ Test 

Sierra Madre water department employees and officials have 
been working virtually "all the time” since last Saturday during 
another all-out test of the water conservation project. The test 
started at 2:15 Saturday and is expected to continue for “several 
more days yet.” Water from the Big Santa Anita Dam has been 
flowing into the system of 


i> 


spreading ground basins at vol¬ 
ume rates ranging Worn 7 to 20 
second feet, that is, from 7 to 
20 cubic feet of water per sec¬ 
ond. 

In addition to the dam water, 
the settling basins have been 
receiving more storm run-off 
water from the streets. The 
three-day storm left Sierra 
Madre with a beneficial 4.25 
inches of water. 

Varying flows of water were 
used so that the settling basins 
and diversion structure could 
be tested under all conditions 
of stress and strain. 

Since 4 p.m. Wednesday, 
however, the flow has been 


geared down to 7 second feet, 
and this volume is expected to 
be maintained throughout the 
rest of the test. 

Al Freeland, city water sup¬ 
erintendent, said that although 
no figures are available yet 
as to the amount of water be¬ 
ing spread, or percolated into 
the soil, he estimated that the 
amount by the end of the test 
would Ije around 150 acre feet. 

Mr. Freeland, understandably 
tired after several all-night 
stints at the water grounds, 
said figures would be released 
as soon as they are known.

PERMITS ALMOST REACH 
1 2-MILLION DOLLAR MARK 

1951 was one of the biggest building years in Sierra Madre’s 
history, City Building Inspector William Lees reported today. 
Permits issued during the year totalled $1,435,149.50 and in¬ 
cluded 138 new houses having an estimated value of $1,198,137. 
In 1950 the building permits amounted to $1,275,055.50.

Answer to Question No. 2: 

The average human body con¬ 
tains about five quarts of blood. 
If you lose more than one of 
those quarts at one time, your 


from loss of blood is treated by 
replacement of plasma or whole 
blood. Under supervised con¬ 
ditions of a Blood Bank, do¬ 
nating blood is eminently safe. 

Answer to Question No. 3: 

If so, do not insist on his using 
the right hand. Left-handed¬ 
ness is an inherited familial 
trait. Forcing a change may 
cause psychological problems. 
After the child is older, you 
can encourage him to use the 
right hand to a considerable ex¬ 
tent. He may learn to use both 
hands well, but still will use 
the left hand for such activities 
as writing and baseball pitching.

Although the 2-cent postcard 
law went into effect Tuesday, 
Jan. 1, the Sierra Madre Post 
Office will continue to sell the 
old 1-cent cards “as long as the 
supply lasts.”

From the very mo¬ 
ment that materials and parts 
start arriving at an automotive 
factory, testers and checkers 
swarm about them armed with 
the very finest of testing 
equipment. With intricate mag¬ 
netic devices they uncover hid¬ 
den flaws in steel forgings. 
With special gages they are 
able to make a check of sev¬ 
eral dimensions on any auto¬ 
motive part all at one time. 
And with highly developed pro- 
filometers they are able to de¬ 
termine the surface smooth¬ 
ness of a part to the millionth 
of an inch. 

In fact, all the way through 
the process of turning out 
that shiny new automobile, 
guages and gadgets are at 
work checking on things. Some¬ 
times these guages are built 
right into the manufacturing 
machinery and will automatic¬ 
ally bring the wheels to a 
stop if things are going wrong.

As one 
firm has reported, each of the 
cars that it turns out requires 
seven hundred measurements 
that are within one one-thous¬ 
andth of an inch, two hundred 
measurements that are within 
one two-thousandths of an 
inch, and fourteen measure-, 
ments that are within one ten- 
thousandth of an inch of ac¬ 
curacy. Some moving parts 
have to be accurate to the one 
fifty-thousandth of an inch. 

All this may seem like tak¬ 
ing a lot of pains but it is by 
taking just such pains as these 
that the modern automotive 
engineers arc able to make 
your car a thing of beauty 
and of quietly purring power.

Headaches Are Symptoms 
Of Underlying Disorders 


While Viewing

Headache, in various degrees and kinds, is among the most 
common and annoying ailments of man. Employers in American 
industries have listed it as the cause of from 20 to 25 per cent 
of employee absences. A headache in itself is not a specific 
illness. It is rather a symptom of an illness or injury, frequently 
in some other part of the body. 

That is why the doctor, in 
his efforts to find the cause 
of the headache and alleviate 
pain, sometimes makes blood 
tests, or x-ray examinations of 
the abdomen or chest or looks 
over other parts of the body. 

An occasional, slight head¬ 
ache is not necessarily serious. 

But chronic headache is na¬ 
ture’s danger signal that some¬ 
thing is very wrong with some 
part of the body and immedi¬ 
ate medical attention is need¬ 
ed. The center of the sensitive 
nervous system is in the region 
of the head and the “message” 
of disturbance is received 
there in the form of pain. 

Fortunately, most headaches 
are due to causes that are 
easily remedied, such as fa¬ 
tigue, hunger, indigestion or 
nervous strain. Another com¬ 
mon cause of headaches is eye¬ 
strain or sight abnormalities.

correct glasses, the strain is 
removed and the headaches 
disappear. 

Poisons taken in from the 
outside—gases, tobacco, alco¬ 
hol or drugs—or those manu¬ 
factured within the body con¬ 
stitute another frequent cause 
of headache. For example, 
when a person drinks too much 
of an alcoholic beverage, or 
when poisons accumulate in 
the body because of fever, the 
blood vessels or the nerves of 
the brain are affected ond 
pain in that region results. 

The specific cause of “mi¬ 
graine headache,” which brings 
severe pain and nausea, is not 
yet known. At one time, no¬ 
thing could be done for the 
victim. But recently doctors 
have discovered that injections 
with a certain remedy will 
bring at least temporary relief 
to most migraine headache suf¬ 
ferers. 

Pains caused by such severe 
head injuries as concussion, 
tumor or abscess of the brain 
or meningitis are so excruciat¬ 
ing that the sufferers seek 
medical advice without delay.

| as a child-killer. Better sani¬ 
tation practices have, year by 
year, reduced death and suf¬ 
fering caused by typhoid fever 
and other enteric diseases. Im¬ 
proved surgery, together with 
new drusg, have saved count- 
j less lives and untold suffeiing 
in man’s battle to achieve a 
healthier and longer life. 

Another year has just pass¬ 
ed. The medical research work 
of 1951 may not manifest itself 
until this year or even ten 
years from now. Many of the 
lives saved in 1951 could not 
have been saved except for sci¬ 
entific spade work performed 
in prior years.

A far cry from the beginning 
of the century when the first 
fatal accident occurred. 

The increasing number of
